Tim Satmon Ova IN AvstrattA.—The following is from Beit’s 
Life in Victoria:—“ We are glad to-report favourably of the salmon 
ova, at the Victoria Ice Works, in Franklin-street, North Melbourne, 
where the ova retained in this colony have been left to hatch. _ The 
hatching apparatus consists of three large open vessels, like eouy 
milkpans, which sre half filled with coarse gravel, on the top of whic 
the ova are spread, and a stream of water, to the depth of about two 
inches, and of the required temperature, 1s constantly kept flowing 
slowly over them. The ova appear like little pink balls, each about the 
size off a small pea; and, at the time we visited them on Thursday 
afternoon, several had thrown _ off the egg shape, and 
assumed » that peculiar nondescript form the young fish 
first put on. There were altogether about 600 ova remaining 
alive, and the average mortality is about five or six per day. It is in 
contemplation, we believe, to prepare a large tank for the young fish, 
48 soon as they are so far developed as to be able to bear removal from

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the barges at the Javel Groupe, above Tyne Bridge. The banner of 
the Conservancy Board, bearing the arms of Newcastle, Gateshead, 
Tynemouth, aan South Shields, floated over the point of embarkation ; 
and from each of the barges was dis layed the historic flag of the 
town of Newcastle, with its motto—Fortiter defendit triumphans.” 
When tho ga procession started, guns were fired from both sides of 
the river, and the Winlaton Band, stationed on board the Rosamond 
steamer, struck up an inspiring air. Bravely rowed the barges under 
our old Tyne Bridge, (whose fall is near); and a cannonading welcome 
was given to the Commissioners by Newcastle and Gateshead, as they 
sailed merrily along between the two ancient towns. Pretty was tho 
spectacle of the expert rowers dipping their oars into the waters of the 
Tyne. But their labours were not to be of long duration. The pro- 
phecy of the poet was quickly to be realised :— 
‘Soon shall thy arm, unconquer'd Steam, afar 
“Drag the slow Barge,” &c, 

Tho powerful Rosamond took one of the barges in tow; and the 
harbourmaster's boat, and smaller eraft, were made fast to it. The 
Anthony Nichol then followed the Sonne of its fellow-steamer, by 
becoming a tug to the second barge, he Gipsy Queen came next; 
and the Wansbeck, one of the Tyne General Ferry Company’s Steam- 
boats, brought up the rear. In this order the procession moved east- 
ward, with the busy banks of tho river on either hand. Bill Point was 
passed; and the voyagers looked with interest on the commencement 
which has been made of the removal of that promontory, so obstructive 
of good navigation. The vast sight which is preparing, on the other 
side of the Tyne, for the chemical works to be established by Messrs, 
Tennant, of Glasgow, did not escape remark. Tho Northuinberland 
Dock also, when it came into view, attracted attention, with its forest 
of masts, adorned with the emblems of yarious nations. There was a 
Hamburg vessel in the ein drawing 22 feet water, which is now 
laid on for 90 keels of coal! ach bank of the Tyne had its attrac- 
tions. There was the extensive and extendin establishment of Messrs. 
Palmer at Jarrow, where iron is smelted, aft transformed into screw 
steamers; and as there is not room enough on the south side of the 
river, the works of this enter rising firm stretch across to the other! 
It was no longer ago than March 20, 1840, that the Tyno was first 
visited by an iron ship, the John Garrow, of Liverpool, producing a 
great sensation among the inhabitants; and little more than twelve 
years have elapsed since an iron screw collier was launched 
upon our waters. - It was on the 30th of June, 1852, that 
the John Bowes left her ways in Messrs. Palmer's building- 
yard at Jarrow; and a collier was then given to the coal-trade which 
sailed for London on the 29th of J uly, and was back from her voyage 
on the 8rd of August! Such wag the beginning of iron-shipbuilding 
on the ‘I'yne—and to what a pitch of greatness has it now arrived! 
Three life-boats, with other craft, swelled the procession in the waters 
of Shields, where the flags of all nations were displayed, and cannon 
vociferously welcomed the visitars to the sea-side boroughs. Loud. 
also, were the acclamations which rose up from the juvenile “folks o’ 
Shields” when the barges reached the Low Lights. And here the Com- 
missioners went on board tho Anthony Nichol, and steamed off to the
